EXECUTIVE ORDER CONTINUING THE STATE WATER 
PLAN ADVISORY COUNCIL AND PROVIDING FOR 
PUBLIC PARTICIPATION IN DEVELOPING 
MONTANA'S WATER PLAN 


WHEREAS, the State Water Plan Advisory Council was created 
by Executive Order 20-86 which expired under its own terms on 
December 31, 1988, and 

WHEREAS, the Department of Natural Resources and 
Conservation and the Board of Natural Resources and Conservation 
are in the process of developing Montana's State water plan, 
pursuant to Section 85-1~-203(2), MCA, and 

WHEREAS, additional review and input is desired and 
necessary from public members, local and federal agencies, as 
well as groups representing current water users in formulating 


this state water plan. 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, STAN STEPHENS, Governor of the State of 
Montana, by virtue of the authority vested in me pursuant to the 
Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, specifically Sec. 
2-1-122, MCA, do hereby continue the State Water Plan Advisory 
Council. 

PURPOSE: 

The Council shall: 

(A) seek advice and participation from the following: 
1. Local, state and federal agencies; 
2 Montana Indian Tribes and tribal members; 
3:6 Industry, business and agricultural interests; 
4. Private Citizens 
Bs Groups representing current water users and 

environmental and conservation spokespersons. 
(B) coordinate the development of the 1991 State Water Plan 


by: 


Conducting public hearings and soliciting and 
considering written comments on a State Water 
Plan; 

Seek technical advice from acknowledged experts in 
the area of water use planning; 

Prepare and submit a recommended State Water Plan 
by October 1, 1990, to the Director of the 
Department of Natural Resources and Conservation 


for appropriate review and action.
